The speakers produced the most 
souucl and forcible arguments in 
favor of the education of cur bpys 
and girls that were ever given in 
the town of Bethel, every word 
was seasoned with logic and good 
sense and carried conviction to the 
hearts of all. If such addresses as 
these have been given this fall all 
over Maine, and if the good people 
of our State are as quick to receive 
and sound the message as we be¬ 
lieve they are, we shall hope for 
much in the of way tangible re 
suits. Let the fathers and mothers 
be stirred ; let our good people who 
are not fathers and mothers be 
stirred ; let us all realize that the 
future life and strength and glory 
of our State and our nation de¬ 
pends upon the training which we 
are giving to our boys and girls, 
and let us stand ready ever and al¬ 
ways to give our influence, our en¬ 
couragement, our support to this 
end.

Obituary. 

Died, Sept. 28, 1904, at his resi¬ 
dence in Fremont Township, 
Winneshiek county, Iowa, Albert 
Dennis Bean, aged 75 years, 7 
months, 11 days. The immediate 
cause of his death was heart trou¬

Albert Denni^Bean was born 
Feb. 17, 1829, ^(Letter B) Upton, 


Oxford county, Maine. He was 
the son of Daniel Bean and Betsey 
(Smith) Bean. When he was six 
years old his parents moved to 
h'ssex, Essex county, New York, 
from there to Potsdam, St. Law¬ 
rence county, New York, and from 
there to Masena, same county and 
State. Albert attended the dis¬ 
trict . school winters and worked 
on his father’s farm the rest of the 
time. When his parents moved to 
Cold Springs, Jefferson county, 
Wisconsin,in 1846, Albert with his 
brothers and sisters came with 
them. Here he worked in his 
father’s cabinet shop until he mas¬ 
tered the trade., Then he and his 
brothers worked with Barney Daw- 
soh as millwrights, going tp Minue-. 
Sola witrfDawson, and working On 
mills in that State and Iowa. In 
1861, he, in company with his bro¬ 
thers Daniel S. and Ithiel S. Bean 
and later Levi S. Bean, bought 
a mill building on the Iowa 
river, finished and operated it un¬ 
der the firm name of Bean Broth¬ 
er’s Flouring Mill of Plymouth 
Bock, Iowa. Albert D. Bean trad¬ 
ed bis interest in the mill for a 
farm ib Nebraska. He moved on¬ 
to it but after two years he sold 
this farm and returned to Fre¬ 
mont where he settled down to a 
farmer’s life. 

Mr, Bean married Susan Man¬ 
ning Oct. 31, 1865. To them were 
born five childreu, the three eldest 
dying young; one daughter died 
when about 14 years old. He left to 
mourn for him a widow an*d one 
son, Bert Bean, who is in business 
in Chicago, 111; also two brothers, 
Peter S. Bean of Oadatt, Wis., and 
Levi. S. Bean of Bethel, Me. Be 
was a strictly moral man, a mem¬ 
ber of the M. E. church. He left a 
good farm well stocked and under 
cultivation with ghod buildings on 
it. He was a kind husband and 
father and educated his only son 
so he is capable of taking a place 
in tbe business world with good 
prospect of success. I have seen 
him but once in 1 thirty years, that 
was four years ago at which time 
1 made him a‘visit.

Superior in Practicability to Old 
Straw-Skep, 

When seen at a distance, or when 
viewed in a picture, an apiary looks 
.alarmingly like a graveyard; especial¬ 
ly is this the case when the apiary is 
situated among tre.es rem'uulng the 
| observer of willows and yews, This 
j resemblance, however, of a hive to a 
j tombstone, seems to pertain oniy 
i the hive of modern style, and not to 
- the old straw-sleep. There is certainly 
, nothing in the shape of the latter to 
1 suggest such a thought, 
j For practicability and convenience 
j the hive of to-day is undoubtedly supe- 
! rior to the old straw-skep, but for 
gracefulness ot shape and picturesque 
appearance the straw-skep alone pos¬ 
sesses this charm. Likewise,- a 
square frame house lacks the pictur- 
esqueness of an Indian wigwam. How 
j clumsy looking the one—how graceful 
appearing the other. 

Dr. C. C. Miller says that “just so 
far as the bees themselves are” con- 
| cerned, the nearer a hive -comes to the 
1 globular form the better it will suit 
j them, and, in reference to this fact, 

: further adds that “the old-fashi-oned 
straw-skep is no doubt a better dwell- 
i in-g place for bees than any modern 
hive, but it -would not suit the bee¬ 
keeper.” Perhaps, too, the spherical 
j form pleases the esthetic ideas of a 
' bee, for surely this fairy-like little 
botanist, familiar with exquisite 
curves in flowe r and leaf, beholds 
beauty in the bending line of the 
old straw-hive. 

"Although the straw-skep is dis¬ 
carded in the apiary of the model bee¬ 
keeper, yet its image will always be 
used as an' emblem of industry. “A 
thing of beauty is a joy forever," 
therefore -the eye loves to dwell upon 
the simple, graceful shape of tihe old 
straw-hive, -whether we see it pic¬ 
tured on the covers or works pertain¬ 
ing to apiculture, on the Chart of Free¬ 
masonry, -or on the Seal of Utah. 
Never, indeed, while the language of 
symbols is taught will this image, with 
its embodied lesson, “pass into noth¬ 
ingness.” 


Notion About Beil Ringing. 

It is a’foolish notion to suppose that 
the ringing of hells or tanging of tin 
pans will cause a swarm of bees to 
settle. The real origin of this custom 
dates back to the reign of Alfred tihe 
Great, who in order to prevent dis¬ 
putes regarding the ownership of a 
swarm ordered that the owner should 
always ring a bell when his bees 
swarmed. Ever since then the good , 
farmer’s wife has been rushing out 1 
with ringing hells whenever the bees ■ 
swarmed, and the fact that they set- 1 
tied verified in her own mind the be¬ 
lief that the bell did it.

As a serious obstruction to Russian 
transport to the Far Hast, Lake 
Baikal is attracting some attention 
just now. We were all told in our 
schooldays that the Caspiain, the Sea 
of Aral, and other lakes of the Siber¬ 
ian steppes were relics of an ancient 
gulf of the Arctic Ocean, from which 
they had receiyed their population of 
seals. Perhaps we included Lake 
Baikal in the list, and the inclusion 
would have this one justification— 
that seals are foupd there, too, But 
Baikal must have got its seals at sec¬ 
ond hand, any direct connection of it 
with the Arctic being most improb¬ 
able. Unlike the lakes of the steppes, 
whose shores slope gently down to a 
shallow bottom, Bailkal lies in the 
heart of the highlands, and has lofty, 
precipitous shores and depths of as 
much as 700 fathoms, far deeper than 
the German Ocean. It differs, in fact, 
from the other Siberian lakes men¬ 
tioned, just as Tanganyika and Nyas- 
sa differ from the Victoria Nyanza. 

For a summary of the latest scien¬ 
tific information on the lake we may 
turn to the lately published third vol¬ 
ume of “Das Antlitz der Erde,” the 
great work of the veteran geologist, 
Prof. Suess of Vienna. From this 
we learn that Lake Bailkal has prob¬ 
ably been formed by a series of great 
earth-fissures, similar to, but more 
complex than, those which have 
formed the deep and long African 
lakes. The chief inflowing river, the 
Selenga, and the outflowing Angara 
do not enter and leave at the two ex¬ 
tremities of the lake, as one might 
expect, but at points nearly opposite 
one another not far from the south¬ 
western corner of the lake. This sug¬ 
gests that they may have once been 
a single, continuous river, across 
whose course a long deep trough was 
chopped, as it were, in which waters 
accumulated to form the lake. This 
peculiarity is the source of all the en¬ 
gineering troubles in the construction 
of the railway, for while the natural 
routes to and from the lake along 
the two river valleys are easy enough, 
the lake itself stands athwart the 
route, its steep shores affording lit¬ 
tle footing for a railway, so that for 
the present trains must be carried 
across it somehow. 

The problem of getting round the 
southwestern corner of the lake has 
been somewhat simplified for the Rus¬ 
sian engineers by a remarkable event 
in the geological history of the dis¬ 
trict. There flows into the south¬ 
western extremity of the lake a lit¬ 
tle stream, the Kuluchna. Once this 
was a longer stream, but the upper 
part ot its valley has been dammed 
across by a flow of basaltic lava. The 
dammed up upper waters overflowed 
in another direction into the Angara, 
their point of influx determining the 
site of the town of Irkutsk. This 'di¬ 
verted stream, now called the Irguta, 
has cut for itself a deep gorge, and 
so has facilitated the work of the 
railway engineers, who, by tunneling 
through the lava-dam will soon be able 
to carry the line from the Irkuta to 
the Kultuchna, and so to the south 
side of the lake and the mouth of 
the Selenga,—Correspondent London 
Globe. 


When to Collect Honey. 

Honey must he harvested when in 


the right condition regardless of time. 
As whiteness of the surface is impor¬ 
tant for -the sale of comb honey, all 
sections should betaken from the hive 
as soon as conveniently possibly after 
they are sealed over. Some keepers 
leave them on till the honey harvest 
closes, which Is a greq.t mistake, un¬ 
less the honey is intended for home 
use and taste is preferred to looks, It 
is a fact that sections of Oiir alfalfa 
honey left on the ihive a long time 
after being sealed over, although 
darker in appearance, have a richer 
body than if taken off just as soon as 
sealed over. As to .extracted honey 
the case is different. Leaving it on 
the hive does not darken it and some 
of our best producers of such honey 
leave it on the <hiVes till tihe season of 
gathering is entirely over, 


Preventing After-Swarming. 

The plan most generally adopted for 
the prevention of after-swarming is to 
move the parent colon-/ to a new stand 
while tihe bees are In the air and hive 
the swarm on the old stand. This idea 
Is to build up the swarm by throwing 
a*ll the working force into lt> as all the 
bees that Were at work in the fields 
When swarming took place will return 
and if any old bees were left in the 
parent hive when moved away they 
will -soon return to their old home the 
first trip they make 


Losses at Haying Time. 

One of our greatest losses at haying 
times lies in -the common custom of al¬ 
lowing little spats of cut hay to re¬ 
main for weeks on the ground to 
bleach and wither in the hot sun. 


Disease*of Foul Brood. 

It {6 to be regretted that foul brood 
still exists to considerable extent, al¬ 
though the hmjority of apiarists have 
persistently tried ”to eradicate the dis¬ 
ease.

Russian Pottery Outside' of Russia. 

Very little is known in this country 
of Russian pottery. In St. Petersburg 
there is a royal porcelain manufac¬ 
tory where exceedingly fine and ar¬ 
tistic ware is produced, though it is 
almost impossible to bring samples 
out of that country, which accounts 
for its great scarcity in Europe and 
America. The pottery is of a bold, 
semi-barbaric character, with ara¬ 
besque decorations^ consisting of 
heads of animals in relief, etc. The 
Industry is carried on rather spar¬ 
ingly, and, aside from this royal por¬ 
celain plant, there is.but little atten¬ 
tion given to the production of cera¬ 
mic wares. 

In the Pennsylvania Museum, of 
which Edwin Atlee Barber is curator, 
can be seen a case of decorated Rus¬ 
sian pottery, which was originally ex¬ 
hibited at the Centennial exhibition 
in 1876. This pottery is of a .buff or 
orange colored clay, and the decora¬ 
tions are In relief and highly colored. 
The pieces are In the shape of coffee 
pots, vases, plaques, etc. Another 
variety is decorated with convention- 
ailed animals, painted In enamelled 
colors. There is also in this museum 
a single piece of fine porcelain, artis¬ 
tically decorated, consisting of a cup 
and saucer the product of one of the 
modern Russian" potteries, — China, 
Glass and Pottery Review.

One of Them is the Feeding of CoWs 
* D ry Rations Continuously. 

We are having the usual run of in¬ 
quiries about the causes of difficult 
churning in which the butter does not 
come so readily as in the gopd old 
sumiher time, Two common causes 
can usually be found for this condi¬ 
tion, one of which is feeding cows a 
dry ration continuously. Most of the 
recent complaints arq accompanied 
by the statement that grain and native 
hay have been the sole feed of the 
cows giving poor cream. If something 
more nitrogenous, as oil meal, gluten 
feed or bran and succulence in the 
form of roots and ensilage, were add¬ 
ed to this feed, the conditions would 
not exist. But, having the stubborn 
cream, something can be done that 
Will help out. Raising the tempera¬ 
ture a few degrees higher than is the 
custom and doing so by adding enough 
water heated to eighty-five or ninety 
degrees to accomplish the object, will 
at once thin the cream as well as raise 
its temperature and thus facilitate 
churning. Sometimes the warm water 
used is first made into a weak brine 
with good resul.ts. Or when the stub¬ 
bornness of cream is not discovered 
until it has been churned an over- 
long time, some dry salt thrown into 
the churn has a good effect.—Denver 
Field and Farm.

To Keep Squashes. 

Squashes can be kept from harvest 
time until the following April. In or¬ 
der to succeed in storing ,them, how¬ 
ever, they must receive careful treat¬ 
ment. They should never be bruised 
or scarred, never piled on top of one 
another and the stems preserved in¬ 
tact. Besides, the fruits, as soon as 
removed from the vine, should he 
stored in a well ventilated building 
which will at the same time admit of 
being maintained at a uniform temper¬ 
ature of 40 F. from November until 
the end of the storage period. The 
most satisfactory storage rooms are 
provided with shelves placed one 
above the other upon : which a single 
layer of squashes only are placed, 
aisles are left between the tiers of 
shelves to allow of installing and re¬ 
moving the squashes and so arranged 
as to provide for easily heating the 
air space during cold periods. When 
practicable it is usually found to be 
best economy to market the product 
direct from the field. The careful 
handling required with the cost of the 
•building necessary to properly house 
such a bulky crop will be found to he 
large items in the cost of preservation 
and to justify this the crop must sell 
for a decided advance over the price 
at harvest time.

How Eggs , are Formed. 

Hens cannot lay two perfect eggs 
in one day because the hen’s body is 
not capable of releasing sufficient car¬ 
bonate of lime- to furnish two perfect 
shells. The first growth of the egg in 
the hen is the yolk. When this 
reaches maturity it drops into a long 
membranous canal, known as the ovi¬ 
duct. As it travels through this canal 
it receives coating of albumen, which 
is the white of the egg; as it ap¬ 
proaches the mouth of the oviduct it 
receives a coating of lime which con¬ 
stitutes the shell. With a full laying 
hen this'operation occurs only every 
twenty-four hours. Once in a while, 
however, due probably to stimulated 
and over-feeding the ova or yolks are 
produced so rapidly that two of them 
drop into the oviduct together; these 
ova travel together along the passage 
and receive the white separately, but 
become enclosed in one shell, and 
when laid are commonly known as 
do.uble-yolked eggs. Such an egg is 
in reality a double egg, the white be¬ 
ing duplicated as well as the yolk. 
These eggs are seldom set or hatched, 
but should they be fertile and hatch 
the occasional four-legged ) or other 
chicken monstrosity would be the re¬ 
sult.

To Clean Harness. 

It seems like quite an undertaking 
to clean harness, and it cannot be 
done in a few minutes, but if one 
knows just how to go about it, it is not 
an unpleasant piece of work. It must 
first be taken to pieces, every strap 
unbuckled, and if an amateur is do¬ 
ing the work he should pay particu¬ 
lar attention to the peculiar way in 
which back-strap and check-rein are 
buckled. If the harness is dry and 
stiff, give it a good soaking in warm 
water, using white castile soap And a 
brush to clean off the dirt. Hang it 
up to drain, and before quite dry 
apply neatfoot oil With a paint brush. 
Let it dry till the next day. Then, if 
the harness still seems hard, apply 
another coat of oil. When the oil has 
soaked In, soap it all over with White 
castile soap, having sponge or rag 
moistened and very soapy. After this 
treatment,, an occasional soaping will 
keep the harness in order for a long 
time. Before the harness is put to¬ 
gether, any broken places should be 
mended. Use a needle and put shoe¬ 
maker’s wax on the thread. An awl 
is necessary in some places.^-Indiana 
Farmer,

A Cordial Invitation. 

The pastor of r.he Universalist 
church wishes to express publicly 
his sentiments oa church at¬ 
tendance and his attitude towards 
the public regarding the matter. 

“To me itvmatters not whether 
you are black or white, of one na¬ 


tionality or another; whether you 


be rich or poor, educated or unedu¬ 
cated; a so-called Christian or a 
so-called man of the world ; of one 
religious belief or another, or even 
if you have no definite religious 
conviction, or do not intelligently 
understand any religious creed, 
you are as welcome at my church 
services as the flowers of May or 
the June roses, or the warm rays 
of the sun on a frosty day in mid¬ 
winter are welcome to us all. 

“You may occupy one of the hum¬ 
blest stations iu your town; you 
may not have been so successful 
as some others in attaining that 
condition of moral and spiritual 
excellence of which many persons 


boast, but you may not have beou 


so unfortunate as to assume that 
selfrighteous attitude of some 
others; in fact, you may still not 
be able to resist many of the allure¬ 
ments along life’s pathway, never¬ 
theless you are welcome to my ser¬ 
vices. 

“Possibly your best hat may be 
the style of 1900; your best dress 
may have been made over ten 
times and btill not be a la mode; 
that coat may have faded in the 
burning sunlight of many sum¬ 
mers; the blood may have coursed 
through the veins of your hands 
unchecked by a pair of tight kid 
gloves even for a moment; how¬ 
ever, even if all this be true of 
you, are you less eligible to a seat 
iu the Christian church, or is the 
duty of religious worship devolv¬ 
ing upon you any the less? 

“It may be that the deep lines 
traced upon your face bear testi¬ 
mony to the care and anxiety of 
years over a wayward son or 
daughter ot companion; your 
hands may be callous with the 
most arduous physical tasks of a 
life time; the board from which 
you partake of your daily suste¬ 
nance may be the most frugal. 
Why should any or all of these con¬ 
cern my people or me, unless by 
making it our business we can help 
you to something better material 
ly, intellectually,morally,or spirit¬ 
ually, aud to be an influence for 
the general good of the communi¬ 
ty? 

“The vvorld is in need of what 
little you can do for it—you are an 
indispensable factor in its truest 
success if you are doing the best 
you.know how, and if you are not, 
you impede its progress just in 
proportion to the degree in which 
you are disobedient to the voice, of 
duty, to ybur conscience, 

“You owe the best you can do In 
life, not Only to humanity in gen 
oral, but equally to your family 
and your own soul. Dor it, if for no 
other reason than for the sake of, 
or to the memory of the dear moth 
or who gave you birth and, gave 
unstinting!^ for you* that greatest 
love ever reflected from the. mir- 
tor of the human heart. If you 


cannot contribute to the support 
of any church, even the ‘widows 
mite,’ still you are welcome to a 
seat, and your presence will help 
the people as well as tbe minister, 
and every face is an inspiration 
to oue who has at heart the pur¬ 
pose of the pulpit. Your presence 
is often of more value than many 
dollars. The contribution box is 
passed-Vyou may not.be able to re¬ 
plenish lb, but God knows your 
heart, and it is not impossible that 
sometime the will is better than 
the deed, when the-deed is done 
grudgingly. You will do what you 
can when you' have found the 
spirit for doing, aud it is not for 
me to say whether you are doing 
all you might or not, for I do not 
know the exact circumstances. 

“If the seats are all taken the pas¬ 
tor will be glad to offer you his— 
the best one in the house. The 
Christian church of which ours is 
a branch, is for human souls irres¬ 
pective of caste or couditiou or in 
position. If you canuob come to 
ours”, go to some other. The com¬ 
bined seating capacity of the three 
churches is sufficient for every 
man, woman, boy and girl in our 
community, and, I doubt not, you 
will b« equally welcome in each 
one. Yes, bring the babies. They 
du'not disturb us so much as you 
imagine. The Christian church 
was instituted for you. Its only 
legitimate reason for existing, and 
tbe only test of its truth and char¬ 
acter and its tcontinued usefulness 
is, that in some small way, if no 
more, it is able to help you to be 
better and happier, aud this it 
can do only as you become recep¬ 
tive to its influence—give it a 
chance. 

“Can^ you imagine the terrible 
conditions that would ensue in five 
years if the church ani all its aux¬ 
iliaries were wiped from the.face 
of the earth? Were you ever in a 
community where there was no re¬ 
ligious service on the Sabbath 
day? If you ever were, you sure¬ 
ly found that no Sabbath-tide ever 
rolled over the threshold of the 
majority of the homes in that 
community. Would yon care to 
Jive there long, or s to Tear your 
cliildren'in that atmosphere? 

“Upon the influence of the Chris¬ 
tian church depends the security 
of property, the stability of insti¬ 
tutions, the sanctity of home, and. 
the blessed freedom of our country 
where every man has a right to 
demand the respect of his fellow- 
men, and tbe privilege of attaining 
the highest possibilities of his be¬ 
ing on earth. Hence, you owe to 
the .church whatever you can do 
for it. It is indispensable in your 
soul’s highest welfare on earth,and 
in the stability of your town. Let 
it help you. Do what you can to 
promote its highest ends. The 
world can expect no more. God 
cannot demand morfe; and he will 
appreciate you if man fails to do 
so.”
